A large number of Republican women 


met in Abbott's Hall yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of organizing. The 
meeting w***t)J>Ue and a mass meeting 
The meeting was called to order at 2.JO 
o'clock p. m. Mrs. Mary E. Haworth 
chairman of the county central commit 
tee, presided, and Mrs. Sallie J. Steele 
the secretary of the committee, acted in 
that capacity. 


On taking the chair and calling the 


meeting to order, Mrs. Haworth made a 
short address, in which she outlined the 
object of the meeting, stating in the 
course of her remarks that the women, 
in their present relation to the ballot, 
were 0* a sort of probation, a kindergar- 
ten, as it were, to see what they did and 
how they behaved in their now relations. 
She strongly urged the necessity of 
thorough organization, to have full reg- 
istration and a full vote of the Republi- 
can women. The chair opened the way 
for questions any one might ask for in- 
formation. Quite a number were pro- 
pounded and answered. The question, 
Why are women required to vote on dif 
ferent ballots from men? was answeied 
by Mrs. Harwood as follows: 


"Because the women only vote part of 


the ticket and confusion would follow, 
were all the ballots deposited in the 
same box." 


After the questions were exhaustea, 


some expression of views were given and 
Mrs. Harwood made a logical address in 
which she stated that the Republican 
party was entitled to the best effort of 
every Republican woman for what it 
had done for women. She stated that 
in 1872 a Republican legislature had 
riven women the right to practice medi 
cine in the state; in 1874 it gave them 
equality before the law-the right to sue 
and be sued, and subsequently it gave 
them the rights of property and wages; 
and in 1891 it gave them the right to 
vote for all school officers created by the 
statutes and not provided for by the 
constitution. 
"We must," shfr said, 


"overcome the prejudices of the men 
and educate 
them to vote as they 


should and allay their fears of the en- 
croachment of woman suffrage." 


After some further speaking the plan 


of organisation came up and Mrs. Har- 
wood gave her opinion as to the proper 
kind of organization, and it was decided 
to appoint captains or chairmen for each 
ward with power to appoint all assistants 
necessary to a thorough canvass of ter- 
ritory.

ST. Louis Globe-Democrat: A cargo 


of 2389 bales of foreign wool was received 
in Philadelphia last week by one firm, 
which has ordered 18,000 additional 
bales soon to arrive. At one time under 
the McKinley law Ohio wool sold for 34c. 
On the day the new tariff law took effect 
the price was 22c, and the quotation in 
Philadelphia now is 18;l{c. Meanwhile 
the new tariff act continues both the 
compensatory and the ad valorem taxes 
on manufactured woolens until January 
1 next, which makes the protection the 
highest ever known in this country on 
this class of goods. Only one tax will 
be retained after January 1, but it re- 
mains to be seen where the man who 
buys a suit of clothes is to be benefited 
by the new law as arranged. 


Rotten Campaign Literature. 
Probably the most discredited cam- 


paign literature ever put out by the 
Democratic party 13 a pamphlet pub- 
lished in Now York called Tariff 
Reform. 


Millions of the number dated December 
30, 1892, are being circulated through 
the mails by the Democratic congress 
ional campaign committee. The num 
ber is devoted exclusively to a compari- 
son of wages before the election of 
Cleveland and the period of two months 
after the election of 1892, at which 
Cleveland was elected. It publishes 20 
special dispatches from nearly that many 
different cities, to show that in 20 differ- 
ent factories wages had been advanced 
in November and December of the year 
1892, and takes up 28 different reports 
ot wages having been raised before No- 
vember, 1892, and disputes that wages 
were raised as reported. 


Whether the statements in this pom 


phlet are true or false, events which 
have taken place in the twenty months 
since it was published have BO com- 
pletely discredited its claim that the 
election of Cleveland meant a rise in 
wages that its circulation now tor cam- 
paign.purposes seems more like a bur- 
lesque than an attempt to get vote*. 


The pamphlet is published semi- 


monthly, and eleven numbers have been 
issued since December 31,1892, the end 
of ito wage-raising period of two months 
after Cleveland's election. Why have 
not these campaigners used same of the 
later numbers, say numbers issued in 
the year 189*. to show the beneficial 
effect of Cleveland's election on wage*. 
Can it be that the wage earner ha* not 
enjoyed * raise in wages since the Dem- 
ocrat* began to legislate and for that 
reaaon later editions could not be used!

Howard, commanding- the department 
of the cast, in his annual report to the 
adjutant general of the army, dated 
August 31, shows that his forces, con- 
•istinfr of 413 officers and 4,935 men, 
wen distributed among twenty-six 
garrisoned and thirty-eight non-gar- 
risoned posts. Affairs In the depart- 
ment have been very peaceable, except 
for the interruption of the Chicago 
strike. 
His 
apprehensions of 
the 


troubles extending to the larger east- 
ern cities at that time were not 
realized, "but," says Gen. Howard, 
"should such difficulties arise again 
and simultaneously in cities far apart, 
the necessity for regular troops and 
more o,f them than this department 
now affords is apparent. Jnst now the 
national guard in several states in the 
department is well organized and re- 
sponds promptly to every call of duty; 
still, if more than one state is in- 
volved in any event growing out of 
anarchy, the executive will always re- 
quire his own troops. They will be 
essential to his execution of the laws 
and the maintenance of order. Of 
course governors of states could co- 
operate, but they might disagree, or 
be reluctant in meeting a sudden 
emergency. I strongly recommend an 
increase of the army to at least double 
the size of our present force. It will, 
in my judgment, be like an adequate 
police, the-best possible method of pre- 
serving the peace until many vexatious 
questions which are noxv bothering our 
country are put at rest by a bolution 
satisfactory to the people' of the na- 
tion." 


Gen. Howard expresses the opinion 


that our coast defense* are in fairly 
good condition, and that in conjunc- 
tion with an ever-increasing naval 
armament there would be little to fear 
from outside aggression. 


Regarding- the regulations governing 


post exchanges, Gen Howard is partic- 
ularly severe. 
He says: "The post 


exchanges seem to be conducted in ac- 
cordance with the orders and regula- 
tions. I believe the increase of cases 
of court-martial is largely due to these 
exchanges. 
I form this opinion from 


cases that have come before me, and 
believe the drinking habit is increased 
by the encouragement given them." 


The fact that Gen. Howard goes on 


the retirement list on the 8th of No- 
vember gives considerable interest to 
the closing words of his report, which 
are as follows: 


"Before the time for another report 


I shall close the period of my active 
service. My connection with the army 
from 1850, when I became a cadet, till 
the present time, when I have reached 
the age of compulsory retirement, 
affords 
me pleasure 
in 
the 3 re- 


trospect. No service, however, has 
been 
more 
agreeable 
to 
me, 


personally, than that of the last s>ix 
years in connection with this depart- 
ment. And the satisfaction arises in 
the main from the uniform loyalty, 
energy and efficiency shown by the 
personnel of my command, by those 
immediately around me, and not less 
by those at remoter posts and garri- 
sons. As I wrote inclosing my report 
last year, so I urge ag'ain upon all the 
motive of efficiency and attainment 
rather than the hope of high rank, 
which in our small array is seldom 
achieved."

Heutly to Ponnce Upon Fortngrafg Foasm- 


Hiona in South Africu. 


LONDON, Oct. IS —A dispatch to the 


Times from Berlin says that the trou- 
ble at Lourenco Marques, Delagoa 
bay, creates the greatest concern in 
Berlin. It is assumed that England 
intends to seize the occasion to extend 
her possessions northward along the 
coast of the Indian ocean, and possi- 
bly to attempt to acquire the whole re- 
gion belonging to Portugal.

Thousands of an- 
gry men «nd boys surround the court- 
house and batter th* doors with mi&- 
ailes. Wi Illam Dolby, the negro rapist, 
who assaulted Mrs. Mary Boyd, is the 
wretch on whom they want to wreak 
their venj-eance. He was brought to 
this city } esterday, and last night the 
first runi'irs took shape. The militia 
wan orde -ed out, and Inter two com- 
panies from Columbus rearhed heie 


Much Indignation was manifested at 


the action of the officers in thus put- 
ting a bar between the mob anil their 
prey, and on all sides denunciations 
were frequent. All classes were repre- 
sented iinong those who took this 
view of t he situation, although many 
deplored the lawless spirit manifested. 


Later 11 the day a special grand jury 


•was Impenellod and the negro was in- 
dicted. 
The indictment returned. 


Dolby w» s taken from the courthouse 
to the 
ail, tried and sentenced to 


twenty /ears' Imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, about an quick as it tultes 
to write >t. 


The companion formed at the west 


ltl<l« of tlie courthouse while the sheriff 
and Deputy James Buck went to the 
jail for the prisoner. The west en- 
trance t< the courthouse Is about forty 
feet frori a rear hide door of the jttil 
and there are high steps leading to the 
former. A thousand people had (fath- 
ered In the courthouse yard to angrily 
protest i gainst the course of leaden- 
heeled justice.

The therlff and his deputies had 


hardly emerged from the jail door 
when the acknowledged leader of the 
crowd, Henry Kirk, who married Mrs. 
Boyd'aii later, rushed toward the trem- 
bling w> etch, protected by the sworn 
oWeen of the law, and breaking 
through the thin ranlts of the stalwart 
guard * Ized the culprit with a hand 
of iron. 
Quick an a flash the musket of a sol- 


dier wait swung with great force and 
Mr. Kir t was dealt a blow in the face. 
The anjry crowd rushed madly for- 
ward, a id In the rush swept one gal- 
lant bo; around the corner and away 
from bin company; but he quickly re- 
turned f* hta pout 


The e nines and imprecations of the 


thoronp hly maddened crowd grew in 
volume and the wretched prisoner 
tremblrd like an aspen. The sablc- 
eolorrd fiend became purple, and he 
had to be supported. Col. Coit rallied 
hl« men for a supreme effort, and the 
prisoner was almost carried up the 
ateM «ad into the courthouse Then 
there "a» a NCMW of Intense excite- 
ment. Men armed with staves and any 
form of weapon rushed blindly into the 
bay one U of the soldiery, and some so 
far forfot themselves an to rush almost 
AB MM troop*. Deputy Buslck and De- 
tective Caldwell held the prisoner be- 
twfeea them and neither forgot his 
iwrve.

There will be trouble 
if yon do: I call on law-abiding citi- 
zens to disperse and go to their homea-'l 


This was received as other warnings 


had been. 
The prisoner had been 


taken to a back room in the sheriff's 
office on the third floor, and had said if 
they would get him away he wotild 
confess everything, but the troops 
found it impossible, without aerioua 
trouble, to get him to the depot in 
time for the train, and darkness closed 
in on an ominous scene. 


At 6:10 the crowd, largely augment- 


ed, surrounded the building, and with 
huge improvised battering rams bat- 
tered the doors in rapid succession. 
The troops were hastened together in 
the courthouse at all entrances. The 
doors were barricaded from within 
and furniture piled against them 
The soldiers stood with pieces eockee 
and bayonets fixed, and waited till the 
doors, would yield. Huge stones were 
thrown against the doors, and the 
noise was deafening. 
All the tim~ 


loud and angry yells came from th 
crowd 
Col Colt went into the crowd 


and said: "If any man of you hits one 
of my men I will direct him to aim di 
reotly at that man's heart " 


At 7:4") an alarm of fire startled the 


crowd and a great many of them left. 
The barn attached to the Cherry house 
burned, but the fire was not over when 
the crowd came back and renewed the 
attack. Col Colt received word that 
the first regiment- and two companies 
from Columbus were on the way. 


At 7.55 the south doors were broken, 


and immediately there was a deafen- 
ing and continuous volley from two 
score of mubkets. A pandemonium of 
yells and curses and a dense smoke 
filled the corridors, the law had been 
maintained at frightful cost, for this 
was the list of the dead and wounded.

There was a long and 
ominous silence, and it was reported 
that the men had visited all the stores 
in search of dynamite, and, failing to 
secure it, had gone to a powder mill two 
miles away. Col. Coit stationed his 
men outside the building, guarding the 
approaches, for the courtyard was 
cleared and only from across the 
streets came the execrations of the 
rioters. 


Hundreds, of men congregated at the 


southwest corner of Court square and 
discussed the situation in subdued 
tones, except that from the men of 
temper camo angry cries. The United 
Press correspondent was virtually im- 
prisoned in the sheriffs office in a room 
adjoining the one in -which the pris- 
oner was guarded during this siege, 
and stood behind the troops while the 
firing was in progress. Dolby's unrest 
was pitiful. HU face assued an ashen 
hue, and he quaked with fear to such 
a degree that he could hardly utter a 
word. Col. Coit and Maj. Speaks jus- 
tified the firing as the only solution of 
the trouble after the mob had broken 
down the doors.
